DEAD STREETS IN EUROPE. 


Thoronghfares in Many Cities Contain 
Rowe of Deserted Houses. 


Deserted towns were common out! 


West in the days of the land boomer, 
but deserted streets are seldom re- 
corded in America, though they are 
fairly common abroad. 

Many of these are the result of litl- 
gation, as in the case of a block of 
seven houses in Versailles, where a 
lawsult over an estate has left the 
property without tenants for eleven 
years. So warm has been the dispute 
that the interested parties cannot even 
agree upon & caretaker, and the middle 
house, once occupied by the owner of 
the property, is filled with handsome 
furniture and effects which are slowly 
rotting because ef lack of care. 

Bromberg, in Posen, contains 
streets of about thirty houses owned 
by a German who refuses to rent ex- 
cept to his own countrymen, His in- 
ability to secure other tenants than 
Poles has left the houses upon his 
hands for several years, 

Moscow has a row of seventeen 
handsome houses left without tenants 
because of two murders and a sulcide 
within a few months. The notoriety 
given the case drove out the tenants, 
and no others have been found willing 
to take chances on the ghostly peram- 
bulations of the trio. 

In Charlottenburg, Berlin, elght 
houses are untenanted because thelr 
owner objected to the nolse made by 
the tenants, while twenty houses in 
Odessa have never had a tenant, their 
owner having run them up In such a 
hurry that the building authorities in- 
tervened and he was forced to flee to 
Constantinople. 

Buda-Pesth’s dead street fs a row of 


twenty-three cottages, which no one, 


will occupy. For some unexplained 
reason the death rate was four times 


the normal figures and no tenants can! 


be obtained.

A dsb well scraped is half washed. 
Scrape and stack dishes carefully. 
When knives, forks or plates are 
greasy or fishy from the serving of 
| fish, wipe them off with pleces of 

paper which are easily burned. Keep 
| the grease out of the pan and away 
from the dishcloth. 

Tat the dishcloth be of linen !f pos- 
sible and always hemmed. An unhem- 
med wash cloth or wiper leaves the 
dishes covered with Iint and particles 
of the frayed edges stop up the sink 
drain, 
| Wash the sliver first, using plenty of 
bot water and soap. 

Two pans are necessary to wash 
dishes properly—ore for the washing, 
another one for rinsing. Into the bot- 
| tom of the rinsing pan fit a wooden 
strainer, two or three Inches from the 
bottom of the pan, that the water 
turned over the dishes may drain 
through it and leave the dishes free 
| of water. This saves dish towels, Use 
hot water for rinsing. Wash the 
| glasses after the silver, and then the 
cups and saucers, plates, etc. When 
the dishes are washed, throw the 
water out. Don't wash tinware or 
kettles in thick water. Have a separ- 
ate dishcloth for pans and another 
for kettles. Plenty of scraping, plen- 
ty of water, plenty of soap, plenty of 
| pans, plenty of towels and washers, 
make dish washing what it should be.

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MISS ANTHONY'S GOOD HEALTH 


She Aacribes It to Her Having Been 
Always Occupied, 

Miss Susan B. Anthony, although 
over 8U years of age, bas much of the 
vigor of youth, and scorns all pamper- 
ing. Her figure is not that of the typl- 
cal spluster, but Is plump. The medi- 
cal certificate on file with the com- 
pany In which Miss Anthony ts in- 
sured states that she Is 5 feet 5 inches 
in fleight, with a full figure, her weight 
being 156 pounds. 

Recently, when she and ber sister, 
Miss Mary Anthony, were dining out, 
says the New York Times, one of the 
hostesses’ family dropped a cushion in 
the back of her chair as they sat down 
to the table. “What is that for?" she 
asked rather sharply, but before her 
somewhat discomfited friend could re- 
ply, Miss Anthony's sister said, very 
significantly, “Gracious, Susan never 
lops,” and the cushion was promptly 
removed. 

The only important {Illness of her 
life was in 1895, when she was 75. 
She fainted on the platform in the 
course of a long lecture tour, and re- 
mained at home for a month after- 
ward in bed, but at the end of the 
month she got up, saylng it was the 
first real rest she had ever had in her 
life. 

Unlike many reformers of her time, 
Miss Anthony has always worn cor- 
sets, and for years they have been 
French corsets. She always either 
drinks tea or coffee at every meal, 
and she takes three full meals per 
diem, and the tea biscuits, made by 
herself, are famous. 

Two rules to which Miss Anthony 
has adhered throughout her long life 
have been to sleep with a window in 
her room wide open, no matter what 
the weather ts, and the other is to 
take a cold sponge bath on rising, and 
this bath she has never missed, al- 
though when on lecture tours she has 
often been compelled to break Ice in 
her water pitcher to do it. 

For a year, In the ‘50s, Miss An- 
thony essayed the bloomer costume, 
and then gave it up, because, while 
the costume was comfortable, she said 
in a letter to a friend that she found 
It mental crucifixion and mental slav- 
ery, for she could never forget herself 
in it, and her audiences were always 
critical of It. 

Miss Anthony, despite the bloomer 
aberration, has always been fond of 
pretty clothes, but allows herself only 
one new gown annually. She never 
wears furs or flannels, as the touch of 
either fs disagreeable to her. Her silk 
petticoats are marvels of ruffles, but 
she never piles on many wraps or 
much clothing, even In the coldest 
weather. She says that idle machin- 
ery rusts and is worn out sooner than 
the machinery kept in motion, but 
with the mechanism well olled, and 
ascribes hier health to her having been 
always occupled.

A funny thing can be shown by 
hanging some object that is not porous 
alongside of the bean, such as a piece 
of glass. Long after the bean has dis- 
appeared under its accumulation of 
soda crystals the bit of glass will re 
main the same as it was.

RATE AT WHICH FISH SWIM. 


Sharke Travel Fastest, with Tarpon 
Second and Mackerel Third, 

Study of the speed of fishes ils em- 
barrassed by unavoidable difficulties. 
It Is not possible, as with birds, to 
set up tall poles at intervals of a quar- 
ter of a mile, and, with the help of 
stop watches, time them as they go by 
Nevertheless, recent investigation of 
the subject goes to show that the 
mackerel, {f not the champion racer 
of the briny deep, comes pretty near 
to carrying off the honors, Unques- 
tlonably it travels sometimes as fast 
as an express train at high speed—say, 
at the rate of sixty or possibly seventy 
miles an hour. 

Other things being equal, the larger 
the fish the faster it swima—Just as 
the huge steamship fs able to travel at 
a speed much greater than the little 
harbor tug. Undoubtedly the energy 
employed by a fish of great size, such 
as a thirty-foot shark, when traveling 
at its best gait is something tremen- 
dous. An ordinary tug, which repre 
sents a maximum of energy !n a min- 
{mum of bulk, utilizes about 200 horse 
power. Of course, it {s only a guess 
but it would not seem to be over the 
mark to suppose that a seventy-fvoot 
whale makes use of 500 horse power 
when it propels its huge bulk through 
the water at a rate of thirty miles an 
hour. A whale—which is a mammal, 
and not a fish—might be compared to 
a freight train if the shark is a cannon 
ball express, but {t can beat the fast- 
est “ocean greyhound” In a speed con- 
test. 

If there is a fish that can travel fast- 
er than a shark it must be the tarpon, 
which can probably “hit her up" to 
the tune of eighty miles an hour, if 
pressed for time. Generally speaking, 
{t may be sald that finny creatures 
which live near the surface of the 
sea are swift swimmers, as compared 
with those that dwell in the depths 
Thus, the cod, which is a deep-water 
species, is sluggish, and would stand 
no show at all in a race with the 
mackerel or herring. These latter, 
which are distinctly pelagic, depend fur 
thelr Iiving upon their activity in pur- 
suing agile prey, and they must be 
quick in their movements in order to 
escape their own enemies. 

If the mackerel was as big as a 
good-sized shark it would probably be 
the speed champion of the ocean, No 
fish is better shaped for rapid going. 
Some years ago a yacht builder in New 
York constructed a sloop with a hull 
patterned exactly after the under body 
of a Spanish mackerel. She was called 
the Undine, and, if tradition does not) 
lie, she never was beaten. Like the 
fish after which she was modeled, she 
had her greatest breadth of beam for- 
ward of amidships—a decidedly novel 
idea in boat building. One may say, 
indeed, that all modern water craft 
are more or less fishilke in their make- 
up.—Saturday Evening Post. 


No Secrets Can Get Out 

The sphinx of Dartmouth College 
has already completed its lodgehouse, 
which was turned over to the present 
delegation last week, says the Boston 
Globe. The structure !s built entirely 
of cement in the shape of a pyramid 
base, and is erected on solid rock. The 
site is on East Wheelock street, be- 
tween the grounds of old Culver Hal! 
and the Alpha Delta Pi house, and 
overlooks the alumni ova! and the hill 
beyond. The structure is about 75 feet 
long and 40 feet in width, with a 
height of 80 feet. At the base the 
wall is more than a yard In thickness, 
tapering at the top to about a foot. 
A molding of cement extends around 
the edge of the bullding and along 
the top. On each side of the entrance 
is a massive corinthian column, hand- 
somely carved, and over the heavy 
oaken door is an Egyptian scarab with 
outspread wings. 

The appearance of the building, with 
its solemn alr, and its foundation on 
the crest of a huge bowlder, is intense- 
ly impressive.

There are no manufactories in the 
country. Each home is a factory, and 
every member of the family a hand, 
says the Pilgrim. 

Shoes are made from goat skins. The 
long stockings, worn over these in 
wading through the snow, are knitted 
by the women and children, and even 
the beautiful broadcloth comes smooth 
and perfect from the hand loom found 
in every house. 

The sweet simplicity of thelr nation. 
al costume does away with the neces- 
sity of fashion books. Young girls who 
are about to be married need take no 
thought as to “wherewithal shal] they 
be clothed.” When they array them- 
selves In the wedding garments of 
thelr ancestor, two or even three gen- 
erations remote, they are perfectly up- 
to-date in the matter of attire. 

This simple life is conducive to a 
state of high morals, higher probably 
than in any other part of the world.

WEDDING IN PHILIPPINES. 


An All-Night Festival Much Like a 
Comic Opera. 

A wedding in the Philippines {s like 
a scene from a comic opera. I have ip 
mind one that took place at Cagayan, 
island of Mindanao, in a picturesque 
house curtained with jasmine and in- 
| nabited by three charming sisters, The 
bride—the eldest—was a_ soft-eyed, 
plump beauty, with a skin like brown 
velvet. Her white muslin gown would 
have passed muster in New York, and 
she wore a veil of costly and delicate 
' pina gauze which would have turned 
‘an American bride-elect green with 
lenvy. Several necklaces were hung 
taround her neck, while bangles loaded 
‘her wrists, and her fingers were stiff 
| with gold and sliver rings. The roads 
were in a deplorable state, being knee- 
deep in mud in places, and many of 
the guests wore top boots. They began 
arriving early in the morning, on 
horseback, on bicycles, and riding the 
famous trotting bulls of the country, 
or the rough-coated island ponies 
| bitched to carts or ancient victorias. 
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The majority came on foot, though, 
and everybody was welcome. 

Long tables made of planks on 
empty barrels and guiltless of linen 
were spread under the trees in thu 
front yard, as it was too hot to eat 
{n doors; also the house was not near- 
ly large enough to accommodate the 
guests. Directly over the bride's table 
a magnificent fire tree (orbol de fuego) 
dropped {ts flaming blosoms, Every 
kind of native dish was there, and 
many imported from the United States 
by way of Manila, but the chlef deli- 
eacy was considered to be canned 
corned beef, which occupied the place 
of honor usually accorded to the wed- 
ding cake in other countries, and was 
flanked by onlon omelet and ham and 
eggs. Other dishes were chicken fried 
{n cocoanut oil, dried fish made In a 
kind of stew with rice, potatoes, and 
red pepper enough to raise It to the 
rank of a curry. Carabao steaks, jam, 
honey, various kinds of sweet cakes, 
cocoanuts {n the shell, and wine— 
much wine—completed the menu. 

While the feast was in progress the 
hens scratched industriously under the 
tables, and a bold rooster flew up 
among the plates, pecked at a few 
stray crumbs, and crowed until drivea 
off by Antoine, the bride's brother. 
The marriage was performed by a 
very fat priest, who wore a sult of 
bright red calico under his flowing 
robes, the wind blowing through open 
doors and windows lifting his vest- 
ments and revealing the Incongruous 
attire beneath, The ceremony was fol 
lowed by the supper, and that in turo 
by dancing, the music being furnished 
by a harp and piano. After supper a 
man and woman entered and caused 
much merriment by singing {m- 
promptu verses about the guests, in- 
troducing each one by name and ac- 
companyling themselves on mandolins. 
Spanish fandangoes were danced, also 
the spirited yotas, which Is like a con- 
stantly shifting kaleldoscope when 
danced by girls wearing dresses of the 





The 
bride's mother, Senora Fellcita Su- 
lunga (literally Happiness-go-along-

American and English Rallroads, 
American and English railroads are 
operated under different conditions, 
The American track mileage 1s 200,. 
000, the English 22,152. The American 
railroads carried more than 635,000,000 
passengers, the English roads fully 
1,200,000,000. The traffle revenue of 
the American roads was $1,720,814,000 
and of the English $500,061,164. The 
net traffic recetpts of the American 
roads were §$560,000,000 and of the 
English roads $200,000,000. The Amer- 
ican roads employ 1,189,83'5 persons 
and the English roads 575,834. The 
working expenses of the American 
roads are 67 per cent of the gross re- 
celpts and the working expenses of the 
English roads 62 per cent. The cost 
of operating a mile of American road 
{s $5,810, of English road $18,636. The 
American roads clear $2,800 a mile on 
operation and the English roads §$9,- 
000. The American roads have six em- 
ployes for every mile of track and the 
English roads have twenty-eight.

Knapp, after describing the con- 
dition of things up north at length, and 
handling the revenue cutter service 
withoutvloves, says in conclusion: ‘The 
laws of the United States of America 
should no longer be permitted to he bro- 
ken with impunity by anybody ‘north of 
fifty-three.’ So far as the Eskimos and 
their rights, and the wrongs that they 
suffer, are concerned, the honor of the 
republic is at stake, Their land—and it 
was most certainly theirs before it be- 
eame the Russians’ property by right of 
discovery and ours by right of purchase 
—is now ours. They are subjected to 
our laws, and if in defense of their rights 
or in revenge for their wrongs they have 
recourse to violent measures they will 
be dealt with by our laws and punished. 
They are entitled to protection and they 
do not get it. Their position is one of 
great helplessness. They don’t need pa- 
ternal care, they don’t need to live ona 
reservation in charge of a government 
agent, That would be perhaps the worst 
fate that could befall them. The rivers 
flowing into the Arctic teem with fish. 
The Arctic teems with animals. The 
air teems with birds, The Eskimos can 
get their own living. But what they do 
need is a little protection against the 
lawless, and it is their right to claim 
this protection just as it is the right of 
other men living under our flag to claim 
it. And it is the duty of the United 
States government and its officers to see 
that they get it. The duty has not been 
fulfilled in the past. In the future it is 
to be hoped that it is going to be ful- 
filled, 
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. LET'S HAVE A HOSPITAL. 
The feasibility of the establishment of 
A public hospital at Wrangell has been 
suggested. Wecan not see why such 
4n institution would not be a good thing 
=a benefit to the community and also 
fo the party or association who would 
éstablish it. There is now practically 
no place of refuge for those who are un- 
fortunate in being stricken with sickness 
or injury, and there is often a case of 
éxtreme injury among those who follow 
the various pursuits in this section. 
There are quite a good many small towns 
in this vicinity, and « hospital at Wran- 
gell would draw from them. Then the 
yast interior country sends down more 
or less sick and injured people, who, 
raving no home here, have to get along 
as. best they can until they can be taken 
to Seattle or some other far-off hospital. 
The government pays out each month 
$52 for the care and maintenance of each 
insane patient. There are about forty 
of these patients, so the annual expense 
for their care amounts to $15,360. Be- 
sides this amount it costs from #100 to 
vastly more to transport each patient to 
the Mount Tabey hospital where they 
4we at present kept. A contract is let 
Noy this service for a period of four years, 
430 it is very reasonable to estimate the 
‘gost fo the government at $100,000 in 
four years for the care and transportation 
of the Alaskan insane, Another fact 
which should be eousidered is that some 
poor unfortunates are taken far 
away trom: their relitives ond friends, 
whose oecasional visits woull tend to 
brighten and cheer the patients, These 
paticuts can be given better care for less 
money near to their homes and friends 
in Alaska than in some distant hospital, 
and the government would be saved the 
expense and trouble of further transpor- 
tution. The writer is intimately ac- 
‘quainsed with Dy. Williamson, who is 
‘at the head of the institution in which 
Alaska’s patients are cared for, and 
snows him to be absolutely honorable. 
jut there have been many instances of 
patients having heen kept in such insti- 
tutions after complete recovery, for the 
pecuniary gain to the management. 
There is a large fund set aside by the 
government for use in caring for those 
who are entitled to the benefits of a ma- 
rine hospital. There are a great many 
men of the sea, here and hereabouts, 
and there is no doubt but that some of 
this fund would be used here in case a 
good hospital were established. It is 
even possible and quite probable that a 
marine surgeon would be appointed for 
marine cases in such a hospital, 
There are different manners of secur- 
_ ‘ing a hospital, viz: By the government, 
by a syndicate of local capitalists, by 
popular subscription, or induce some 
private party to establish one, but by 
ao means do we want a sectarian insti- 
tution. Wrangell has two skilled phy- 
sicians, either one of whom is competent 
to take charge of the most desperate 
‘medical or surgical cases, and it is a 
great wonder that somebody with capi- 
‘tal suflicient does not establish a hospi- 
‘mland then put ina bid for the insane 
‘and marine cases. We have the most 
healthful and invigorating climate in 
‘the world; we have lumber right at our 
doors; we have good physicians; we 
have young ladies and young gentlemen 
who would make admirable nurses and 
avtendants; we haye namerous sites for 
4 hospital; and if anyone can inform 
us why a good-hospital at Wrangell 
‘\yould not be a benefit to this entire d!- 
virion and develop into a paying institu- 
tion, ube columns of this paper are open 
to him. We solicit suggestions, and in- 
tend to “‘harp’’ on this subject until we 
get suggestions.
